A  TEAM  that  has  been  classed  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  state  has  repre- 
■^*-  sented  Morton  High  School  for  the  past  two  seasons.  Another  team  of 
the  highest  calibre  carried  the  colors  of  the  school  again   this  year. 

Out  of  a  total  of  37  games  played  in  the  seasons  of  1932  and  1933,  the 
Red  Devils  succeeded  in  winning  34  of  them,  and  they  continued  to  play  a 
superior  brand  of  ball  during  the  19  34  season.
